Remember when artists were truly students of their 
craft? Remember when the focus of any skill-based 
profession was on constant education? Thankfully, 
this student mentality is still alive and well. However, with the 
surge of new up-and-coming artists, it seems a quick class on 
tattoo history is necessary. Whether you're a tattoo artist 
who's establishing, practicing, apprenticing, or just thinking 
about tattooing, there are a few artists you need to know. Just 
like every kid who picks up a guitar needs to know Jimi 
Hendrix, every tattoo artist needs to know Mike Parsons.

Here's a brief history on Parsons and his career: Atlanta born, 
Mike Parsons spent much of his youth drawing and painting. By age 24, 
he'd accumulated a handful of tattoos from local shops. One shop in 
particular, Monkey Man's Club Tattoo, noticed Mike's artistic ability. 
Newly apprenticed Deano Cook was just parting ways with Club 
Tattoo and Monkey Man made the offer. Mike joined the team and 
studied under him for over a year before uniting with Deano, who had 
just opened Psycho Tattoo. 

Over the next few years, Psycho Tattoo expanded into a second 
location that Mike managed. In 2003, 
Mike left his hometown to work for Gill 
Montie in Texas where he would see tat- 
tooing from a different perspective, 
learning history and befriending legends. 
One such legend was Gill's mentor, Doc 
Dog. It was then that Mike made another 
move forward to Tampa, Fla. where he 
worked for five years at Doc Dog's Las 
Vegas Tattoo Company. On April I of this 
year, Mike finally made the leap into 
ownership, opening Mike Parsons Ink in 
the South Bay area of Riverview, Fla. 
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I caught up with Mike to ask him about his new shop and 
his thoughts on the industry. Listen closely children, school is in 
session. 

With over 1 6 years 9 experience, what's your 
opinion on the tattoo industry? 

The progression of the trade has its pros and cons. On one 
hand, the popularity of tattooing (via television) has made for an 
influx of tattoo collectors, while at the same time desensitizing 
society as a whole. That paves the way for more acceptance,

more publications, more TV, and just more tattooing in general. 
Unfortunately, it has bred more tattoo artists. (I use the word 
"artists" lightly.) Even though the world has always had plenty 
of shitty tattooers, there's never been so many "less than aver- 
age" artists. There are so many that collector and viewer stan- 
dards are diminishing, and the higher-end talent is getting lost in 
the shuffle.

Having traveled and worked in different regions 
of the US, how do the cultures compare and 
contrast? 

The culture of tattooing is different in several regards, the 
best one being that only the strong survive. In many other coun- 
tries, there's a smaller market for talented artists, leaving little 
room for the "hack." 
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You've worked for some of the best artists in 
South. How did you go about finally opening a shop 
of your own? 

I noticed that the South Tampa Bay area was lacking in quali- 
ty tattoo shops and settled down in a rapidly developing area. 

Who have been your biggest influences? 

I admire any purist in the trade. People that rely on tattoo- 
ing, that have committed themselves to tattooing, artists that 
actually HAVE tattoos, shop owners that do tattoos, artists that 
push the envelope and people that preserve the art.

People are taking their pants off to show 
each other new tattoos. A friend walks over 
to me holding a trophy for "Heaviest 
Testicles" in his hands and asks me what I think.A 
bluegrass song comes on and I drain the rest of my 
beer from its can before answering.

How can we get Cho Dependent? 

The album was released August 24. The comedy tour of the 
same name launched two days later on August 26. And the 
Atlanta show will be December 12, at the Tabernacle. 

Margaret Cho is also a very active LGBT (Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, Transgender) rights advocate. To date she has received 
her Universal Life Card, authorizing her to marry couples of any 
orientation (state law permitting). Just before this feature went 
to print, a Federal judge overturned California's Prop. 8, a ballot 
proposition to limit marriage to being between a man and 
woman only. In response to the ruling, Cho was quoted in The 
Advocate as saying, "I'm glad about the court's ruling that Prop. 8 
is unconstitutional, but to me, this has been obvious for a long 
time. I am sick of having to bend to people's 'religious' views, 
especially when they are so hateful and insane. Now when peo- 
ple try to say that they don't believe in gay marriage because of 
their religious beliefs, I just say, 'fuck you.'"

Started 
as an online blog, Rock Fist Reviews began in May 2008 with the 
official website launching in April 2009.The brand has since teamed 
up with online TV channel REELMIND.TV to develop Rock Fist TV, 
an Internet-based television show. With the channel launching on 
September 25, we caught up with Rock Fist's leading lady, Kris 
Melton, to find out how we can all get a piece. 

How did the idea for an independent music medi- 
um come about? 

I've been a writer since I was a little girl, always keeping jour- 
nals filled to the brim with stories, song lyrics, and whatever else 
seemed to flow out of me. I'm also an avid music lover and a fre- 





quent show attendee. In the spring of 2008 a friend suggested I 
review his band's performance at the SoCo Festival. I posted the 
review on my personal blog and within a few days Joey Schrichte 
approached me to start writing reviews for Atlanta's Rock Scene 
website. After a month, I started a business blog, Rock Fist Reviews, 
and by the end of the summer I had made contacts with Knox, for- 
merly of Project 9-6- 1 (a local rock station). I began writing reviews 
for the Project Homegrown webpage. RFR took off from there. I 
combined my two true loves of writing and music to create some- 
thing I truly love doing and that others could connect with, one fan 



to another. I joke with people sometimes and say, 'Those who can't 
play, write." 

How did you come up with the name Rock Fist Reviews? 

My older brothers advised me to pick a name that would be 
memorable and would immediately summarize the site. I started 
throwing out some ideas. We decided on Rock Fist Reviews. Music 
lovers throw up rock fists at most shows and it's a universal symbol 
in the world of rock and roll. Once I had the idea nothing else 
sounded like a better fit. 
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What is the difference between Rock Fist Reviews 
and Rock Fist TV? 

Rock Fist Reviews is a website focused on local Atlanta musicians, 
providing album and performance reviews as well as interviews. The 
site also features other local talent such as tattoo artists, piercers, 
recording studios, photographers, music instructors, and so on. The goal 
of the site is to feature the wide range of local talent available in the 
Atlanta area and to serve as a hub for the community. 

Rock Fist TV is the video version of RFR's site condensed into 10- 
minute episodes and broadcast online. Episodes feature an intimate 
interview with a band or solo artist, as well as a short spotlight segment 
highlighting other local talent. 

How did RFR come together with Reelmind.TV to 
create RFTV? 

After viewing some of my amateur video interviews published on 
YouTube as well as RFR's site, the owner of Reelmind Studios, Tim Daust, 
approached me with the idea to improve the quality.Tim has worked 
with many people in the Atlanta music industry like Butch Walker, 
Injected, and Chris Unck. After determining that the pilots had "some- 
thing," we teamed up to create what has now become Rock Fist TV. 

Now that you're in business, what have been some of 
your craziest or funniest interviews? 

The most surreal was my phone interview with David Ellefson from 
Megadeth. He's such a nice guy and I'm still stoked that I had the oppor- 
tunity. Watching Chris Unck getting tattooed by Tim McGrath during an 
interview at 1 3 Roses, after he downed some absinthe, was definitely 
entertaining. While interviewing The Bastard Suns, their drummer Jay Tea 
decided to literally whip "it" out. He's a wild card. Bands like Soul Stash, 
Dear Enemy and Six Shot Revival had me in stitches: the interviews felt 
more like I was just hanging out with old friends. I've been really fortu- 
nate to have a lot of fun with most of my interviews. 

Why do you think the tattoo community and inde- 
pendent music seem to compliment each other so well? 

Both are about creating art and leaving your mark on the world. I 
think artists can appreciate different avenues of doing so, and maybe 
that's the connection. I know that statement is true for me. Music, tat- 
toos, painting and writing are all outlets and ways to express one's self 
and tell a story. Also, it's the whole rebel thing. Going against the grain. 

Which artists do you have work from? 

Bobby Williams of Anything's Possible in Mooresville, N.C. is my 
trusted tattoo artist. He did my entire sleeve, chest piece, rib piece and 
shoulder. He has an amazing gift for showcasing color and giving tattoos 
a three dimensional kind of depth. It's rare that a day goes by where 
someone doesn't compliment me for his artworkTim McGrath at 13 
Roses in East Atlanta did my neck tattoo and Matt Dunlap of All Or 
Nothing in Smyrna, Ga. did my lower back piece. Both are extremely tal- 
ented, great guys. 

And now the loaded question: How can we all get 
Fisted?

BABY DINOSAUBS VS. IfliJe ImJLQJ 

EXTINCTION, BOBBY lEsW&ES 
AND THE SOFT SPOTS 

[Die Slaughterhaus Records] 

I got messed up and listened to this 7" 
from two Atlanta bands, Baby Dinosaurs vs. 
Extinction and Bobby and the Soft Spots. Side "Baby" starts off with "Coke 
Dick," a lamentation about guys with limp dicks. "I Won't Tell" marries the 
simplistic three chord approach with a short refrain that I repeated to 
myself long enough to notice that the side had ended. Side "Bobby," 
named for the late Bobby Ubangi (lead singer, guitarist of Bobby and the 
Soft Spots), begins with "Make You Mine." It's charming in places, ends with 
yelling and laughter, and mostly sounds like a really lo-fi house demo 
(because it is). "Rumble" is an instrumental song. As such, it made me wish 
that it was on a soundtrack to a movie about a group of people releasing 
a 7" in memory of their friend. They could call it Baby Dinosaurs vs. 
Extinction b/w Bobby and the Soft Spots. - Sean Dettman

Autolux, Silver Lake's finest, recently 
released their sophomore album Transit Transit 
The latest effort seems to define the sound of 
Autolux more clearly than their previous full 
length, Future Perfect, did and uses fewer tools of modern rock, relying pri- 
marily on distorted electric guitar, bass and huge, booming drums. It 
seems that more room was made to allow the listener to observe and 
enjoy a more grown and focused Autolux. Unlike previous efforts, drum- 
mer and vocalist Carla Azar spends more time as the frontwoman instead 
of just adding vocal harmonies, which makes for a more interesting and 
enjoyable album overall. Transit Transit is drenched in airy, ambient instru- 
ments and samples, like a less clean-cut version of Sea Change by Beck.

"Cool Guys Like You Out of My Life" is the 
first, and likely also the best, song on Git 
Some's newest record, Loose Control. While the 
music is what you've come to expect from cur-

ately apparent that Lucius Fairchild's lyrics, "which avoid broad statements 
on politics and society in favor of looking inward at a complex, dark, and 
often disturbing personal inner landscape," can be, and usually are, what 
set this record apart from bands who feel inclined to make similar music. 
If you have problems, Loose Control might help you get through them. Git
